Paris, Oct. 20.—The French offi¬ 
cial communication given out tliia 
afternoon .siiys that the Belgian 
army is holding its position on the 
river Yser. 

The official fommunli*alion fol¬ 
lows: *Tn Belgium, in spite of 
violent attacks on the part of the 
enemy, the Belgium army lias held 
JiH position on the line of the river 
Yser. 

"There have been other actions 
In the regions of Ypres, between 
the allied forces operating in this 
territory and the f'>rcea of the 
enemy* 

“On our left wing, the (jermans 
continue to hold strongly their 
positions around Lille in the direc¬ 


tion of Armentieres. Fournes and 
I*abas8fe. 

"On the Mpub 6 the enemy has 
endeavored In vain to drive ba<*k 
the advance posts of our troops 
who have moved- out along the 
right bank of this stream In the 
peninsula of the Camp des Rom- 
aines. 

"To sum up. during the day of 
October 1?, we have made pro¬ 
gress at variou.s points on the 
front. 

"Tn East Prussia and on the 
Vistula river there is no change 
in the situation. The effort.s of the 
Austrians to cross the river San 
have been repulsed. The battle 
south of CE^Mtmysl is continuing 
under i^undilluns favorable to the

I Pelrograd, Oct 10.—Attempts by the 
j Rus.sian reactionary parly to create 
j discord within the empire and awaken 
antl-Brltlsh sentiment resulted In a 
statement to-day by M. Sazonoff. the 
Russian minister of foreign affairs. In 
which he defined Jibs country’s attitude 
toward the allies and her stand against 
I Germany. 

I Recent avowals by this element as re- 
I fleeted in a few’ reactionary journal.s, 
M. Sazonoff. declared, went so far as to 
compliment Emperor William and laud 
the Hohenzollern family. They allu<Ied 
exultingly. he said, to the full of Ant¬ 
werp as the approaching end of the 
w'ar, adversely criticized Great Britain 
: by stating that she w’as getting other 
'countries to fight her battles, and also 
idainly forecasted an Anglo-Ru.ssian 
rupture. 

"This small German element." said 
M. Sazonoff. "Is wholly unrepre.senta- 
tlve of Russia and negligible ns far as 
Russian policy Is concerned. q’helr 
Ideas date back as far as 1«15. Totally 
ignorant of foreign policies, they still 
are under the .sentiment of a century 
ago and are maliciou.*4ly but vainly at¬ 
tempting to .sow discord between the

"Once for all, the world ought to be 
warned against taking seriously the 
efforts of this ill-advised minority or 
allowing this small element to spread 
abroad their attempts to shake the 
good faith between Britain and Russia. 

"I want to say most emphatically 
that there will be no rupture between 
Great Britain and Russia and that 
there Is no possibility of a premature 
settlement with Germany contrary to 
our agreement with our allies.

HIS GRAND DEATH. 

The first connected narrative' of the 
severe fighting In which the King’s 
Own Royal Lancaster Regiment was 
engaged on Aug. 26. when in killed 
and wounded the regiment had eleven 
officers put out of action, is told by 
a Bei'gent of the regiment who has 
Just arrived home wounded. The 
King’s Own, with the Lancashire Fu¬ 
siliers and the Middlesex Regiment, 
were ordered to cover the retreat of 
part of the allied forces from Mons. 

The Allies resisted the advance Inch 
by Inch, fighting becoming so close 
that the King’s Own got home with 
several dashing bayonet charges, one 
of the most brilliant of which was led 
by Capt. Cluiterbuck, formerly a 


ranker of the Yorkshire Light Infan¬ 
try, who, with a handful of men, rout¬ 
ed four times the number under his 
command. He paid the price of his 
gallantry with his life, but the casu¬ 
alties to his men were singularly UghL 
The sergeant added: 

"It. was just like Clulterbuck. Then 
there was Lieut. Steele-Porklns, who 
died one of the grandest deaths a Brit¬ 
ish officer could wish for, Fie was lift¬ 
ed out of the trenches wounded four 
times, but protesting, crawled back 
again till he was mortally wounded. 
The first man knocked over was one of;

bailers in the Dover garrison. He was 
shot through the mouth."

One of the best reports, as to concise¬ 
ness and information, prepared for the 
city coundl this year, waa presented 
by the cemetery coiiimillee at tlie 
council meeting lust i-vcning. ll dealt 
wliii the pr'>vision of u new cemetery. 

‘ tf ihr‘ several locations examined tlie 
i-'tnmiliee mo-it strongly rocominended 
.1 site adja».em to Mount Douglas park, 
and tills will be visitml by the whole 
(|•llncil in the near future. Tlie com¬ 
mittee rep'irtcd ' that it had arranged 
f<»i o|)tions on the fi»Ilr*wlnK properues, 
the owners of which ar*t‘ willing id ac¬ 
cept city bonds at par. Inuiring ItUvicst 
at lour and one half per cent. In ))ay- 
ment for the land. Sixty acres at 
Royal • »ak at 51.4'HJ per a<Te; 5u acres 
at I’olwood. 1425 per acre; tS4 aens be¬ 
tween Cmlur lllll cross road ami Lost 
I.ak** road, at Jl,325. 11.425 anil $l,7«5 
per acre; -yS acrc.s between Uedur Hill 
road ami (.Jordon Head road, at |1, 
per acres. The parcel xvhlch tlu- com¬ 
mittee stfohgly favored buying was 104

Any practical man would agree that It 
would take a year to fix up the ceme¬ 
tery. It might be desirable for the 
whole council to examine the sites per¬ 
sonally. The alderman on the commit¬ 
tee ha<^ given a great deal of effort to 
the search fbr a good site, and he out¬ 
lined the circumstances which had 
guided {he committee In Its choice. The 
best service: to rich and poor alike call¬ 
ed for a slU convenient to the city. 

The house at the Mount Douglas 
Bite was practically new. The commit¬

The land acri>s.s 
ihe rouil was under lease, and if the 
council bought it as well the revenue 
from It would help to pay the Intere.st 
on the bon«l8- The properly should be 
fenced, the road.s planned and some 
portion of the land .shtjuld be put In 
order immediately for use.
